The  home  team  took  the  marker  first  in  the  sec- 
ond <iuarter  on  a  pass,  the  kick  however,  was  wide 
and  the  winning  ooint  failed  to  materialize  then, 
just  as  it  did  in  the  third  (juarter.  Halfway  time 
foimd  Bre\ard  out  front  by  the  margin  of  6-0.  As 
halttime  play  commenced  the  Scotties  took  over.

CAMPBELL  CRUSHES  SCOTS 

The  second  game  of  the  season  and  the  most 
awaited  was  with  the  Campbell  "Camels"  from 
Buie's  Creek.  This  was  the  first  home  encounter  for 
the  Scots  and  the  crowd  came  to  Laurinburg  Me- 
morial Stadiimi  for  the  game. 

Again  the  yearly  jinx  befell  P.  J.  C.  during  this 
grudge  affrav'.

Paul  Boan  was  the  outstanding  offen- 
si\e  pla\er  setting  up  all  of  P.  J.  C.'s  first  downs. 
Goon  Johnson  pulled  in  sexeral  nice  aerials,  while 
"Rev."  Carrawax'  hit  the  middle  hard. 

WHITEVILLE  DEFEATED  AT  HOMECOMING 

Displaying  a  strong  air  attack,  not  witnessed 
since  the  Bre\ard  affra\-,  the  Scots  trounced  the 
Whitexille  Leafs  by  19-7.  All  the  Preachers'  touch- 
downs resulted  from  the  passing  arm  of  (juarter- 
back  Clyde  Parrish. 

The  Scots  droNC  from  their  own  fort\'  on  a  series 
of  passing  and  nuuiing  plays,  then  scored  on  a  pass 
to  end  John  Johnson.  Jones  con\erted.  Score  7-0.
